Output Estimated at 115,682 Units; May Registrations Expected to 
Exceed 400,000 Cars; Labor Situation Quieter as Packard Reopens 


Still plagued by periodic labor difficul- , 


Production Put ties, production of cars and trucks is 
At 115,682 For 
Current Week current week, ending June 19. This | 
figure compares with a normal output | 
of around 130,000, and a total of 111,599 in the previous 
week, when strikes also hit various plants. Due to the) 
increasing difficulty of determining, from one moment to| 
the next, just how many working days labor will allow | 
each week (some General Motors units haven’t had a full 
work-week in a month due to strikes), it is now almost | 
impossible to forecast production more than one day in| 
advance without allowing for possible strikes. There- 
fore, unless present difficulties are ironed out quickly in 
suppliers to Chevrolet, it is highly probable that this | 
week’s output may run considerably under the 115,682 | 
units predicted today by ADN. 

Among ADN’s group estimates, General Motors con- | 
tinues to lead the pack with a likely production of 40,250 | 
cars and trucks the current week, against 38,905 units a 
week ago, 45,785 a year ago, and a normal output of 
around 50000. Chief sufferer in the GM group is Chev- 
rolet, which lost considerable last week due to disputes | 
in supplying plants and which faces a prospect of losing | 
at least 12,000 units this week because of material short- 
age. This week’s loss may even run higher unless diffi- 
culties at supplier plants is settled quickly. With the| 
prospect of turning out only about 22,000 units this week | 
despite a heavy backlog of orders, Chevrolet relinquishes | 
its position as top individual producer to Ford, where 
operations continue on a four-day basis without inter- | 
ruption from union meddling. Other GM divisions and 
their estimated production for the current week are} 
Pontiac, with 6,000; Buick with 5,550; Oldsmobile with 
5,500, and Cadillac-LaSalle with 1,200. 

With Ford expected to turn out around 27,000 cars and | 
trucks this week, the Ford group should account for 
roughly 27,850 units. Of this total, Lincoln has about 850 
units scheduled, according to ADN estimates. 


. The Chrysler divisions, unaffected by labor disputes 
except for short-lived trouble in the Dodge truck division, 
should run about 24,600 units off the assembly lines this 
. week, ADN estimates. This is in contrast to 24,400 turned 
--out in the previous seven days, and 21,860 in the corre- 
sponding week of 1936. Plymouth, with 11,500 units 
carded, will top the Chrysler group estimates, followed in | 
order by Dodge with 8,800, Chrysler with 2,200 and De 
Soto with 2,100. 


Packard, which lost practically an entire week’s opera- 
tions due to a strike among tool and die workers, re- 
turned to the fold Tuesday and expects to produce around | 
2,800 units this week. This compares with a normal 
output of about 3,300, but it is believed that this rate will |

be regained next week with production on a five-day 
basis again. 

Operations continue at record-breaking speed at 
Hudson-Terraplane, which has a total of 4,050 units 
scheduled for the current week. A total of 3,973 units 
were turned out last week by this company, and 2,800 in 
the corresponding period of 1936. Studebaker, according 
to ADN figures, should turn out 2,527 units this week; 
Nash-LaFayette about 2,000; Willys 1,300; Graham, which 
resumed operations after a week’s general vacation for 
all employes, with 265; Cord about 40, and the miscel- 
laneous group about 10,000 units.

Early reports on May passenger car 
registrations, comprising totals from 15 
states, indicate the month’s final total 
will exceed 400,000, possibly running as 
high as 420,000 units. While the reports 
to date indicate this figure, ADN is inclined to place its 
estimate at the more conservative total of between

| 400,000 and 410,000 sales, in view of similar circumstances 


which occurred in April. 

Preliminary reports in April indicated that month’s 
final sales would hit well over the 400,000 mark, but when 
all states had been accounted for the total had shrunk to 
roughly 385,000 sales. While it is quite probable that this 
was occasioned by lack of cars for delivery in April, 
there is little indication that the same circumstances 
may not crop up again in the May sales figures. 

The 15 states thus far reported accounted for about 21 
per cent of the final May, 1936, figure. On the basis of 
this, the May, 1937, total would reach approximately 
420,000 units. Should the final figure approximate either 
the higher or more conservative total predicted for May, 
the month would take its place as the highest May since 
the peak days of 1929, when 454,132 car sales were 
recorded. A total of 392,750 registrations was hit in May, 


1936, and 345,031 in May, 1930. 
Thus far the 15 states reported account for 86,606 regis- 


| trations, compared with 83,237 units in May a year ago.

On the basis of reports from 18 states thus 
far, ADN estimates truck registrations in 
In May Put May at between 60,000 and 65,000 units. 
At 65,000 This compares with a total of 62,183 sales 
recorded in May, 1936. The 18 states thus 

far reported account for 17,857 units as against 17,066 in 


| the same period a year ago. The former figure represents 


roughly 27 per cent of the final total in May, 1936, and 
should the ratio hold true this year, the final May figure 
would be around 66,000. However, ADN believes the 
month’s sales will be nearer the lower estimate.

May 
steel ingot production exceeded 
5,000,000 tons, for the third con- 
secutive month this record has 
been attained, the first such oc- 
currence in steel history.

While the labor situation in automotive 
plants seemed considerably quieter with 
Outlook workers back on the job in the majority of 
Unchanged plants Tuesday, the outlook remains defi- 
nitely unsettled. Whether the continued 
stoppages of production can be controlled by labor 
leaders still remains to be seen. To date responsibility 
for most of the minor sit-downs has been denied by 
authorized heads of the United Automobile Workers. 
There is a growing feeling that, if this is the case, then 
some efforts to bring the members of the UAW into line 
with the agreements signed by their leaders, is definitely 
in order. The belief that this can be done through legis- 
lation making unions responsible under law for written 
contracts entered into with employers, is gaining adher~ 
ents at each new stoppage. 

On the other hand, there are many who feel that the 
current wave of sit-downs is not the result of spon- 
taneous action on the part of workers themselves but is a 
co-ordinated plan on the part of labor leaders to force a 
closed shop and the check-off systems of collecting union 
dues through a series of so-called outlaw strikes which 
make the continuance of production almost impossible. 
Under the check-off system dues would be deducted from 
workers’ pay envelopes in advance of payment and, under 
the closed shop, a worker seeking employment would 
have to prove that he was a union member in good stand- 
ing before the employer could hire him. Under the cur- 
rent union-employer contracts, the companies have 
agreed to recognize the UAW as bargaining agent for its 
membership only, but this arrangement apparently is un- 
satisfactory in view of recent stoppages which have re- 
sulted largely from criticisms by non-union men of the 
union and, as in the case of Studebaker, where a strike 
was called because of the refusal of some former mem- 
bers of the union to continue to contribute their monthly 
dues. Closed shop and checkoff would place the em- 
ployer and employee alike at the mercy of the union 
leaders. 

Observers here wonder at the insistence of the National 
Labor Relations Board Tuesday that steel companies 
sign pacts with the CIO, when the present pacts have no 
standing in courts. Also such pacts would give no pro- 
tection against threats similar to that made Tuesday by 
Homer Martin, UAW president, who said the union 
would shut down car plants using steel from struck steel 


plants, if necessary.

Just what effect the labor unrest will have 
on the total production of passenger cars and 
trucks during 1937 still remains to be seen. 
Rosy forecasts of a 5,000,000-vehicle year for 
the industry still seem possible despite con- | 
stant interruptions of output. Estimates for the period 
up to June 5, this year placed the total in the United 
States and Canada at 2,621,000 units as against a total 
of '2,170,000 up to June 6, 1936. If this rate is continued 
for the remainder of the year on the same basis that

obtained in 1936, the 1937 total should run well above 
the 5,000,000 mark. April sales, however, were down 
considerably from April last year and there is some ques- 
tion as to whether the same ratio of decline will apply 
in May when all returns are available. Preliminary May 
returns indicate a total of 400,000 to 420,000 for the month 
as against 385,000 for April. Whether this figure will be 
realized still remains to be seen as the preliminary fig- 
ures for April indicated a total much larger than finally 
was reached. Factories on the other hand are working 
against unfilled orders, and the sales trends indicate no 
measurable shifts in buying from the products of those 
companies hit by strikes early in the year to the products 
of companies which were unaffected by labor disturbance,
